Standard Oil’s Latest Stroke. 

The possibility of a transcontinental 
railway war or, indeed, of any genuine 
transportation competition has been 
deferred indefinitely by the success of 
the Standard Oil group of financiers in 
gaining control of the Union Pacific 
and in increasing their grip on the 
New York Central, Pennsylvania, 
Northwestern, Atchison and other 
lines.

It was announced Oct. 17 that the 
Pennsylvania railroad or its friends 
had acquired control of the Hocking 
Valley railway and the Ohio Central 
lines, with a mileage of 1,094 in Ohio 
and West Virginia, to be merged into 
the Panhandle system. Through the 
Hocking Valley the Pennsylvania gets 
control of the coal field of that name. 
The tine extends from Toledo to Co- 
fumbus and Athens. The Ohio Cen- 
tral lines run from Toledo via Colum- 
bus into West Virginia. 


Speyers Get Mexican Bonds. 
Announcement was made Oct. 18 at 
New York that the syndicate managed 


| by Speyer & Co. had outbid the syn- 


dicate of French bankers for the new 
$40,000,000 Mexican gold loan. The 
Speyer syndicate includes a number 
of prominent banking houses of New 
York, Boston and Chicago, as well as the 
English and German correspondents of 
the Speyers. It is the first time that 
an international loan has been ar- 
ranged in American gold payable in 
New York. The bonds run for fifty 
years and carry 4 per cent interest. 


Philadelphia Franchise Sold. 

To effect a virtual monopoly of light- 
ing privileges in the city of Philadel- 
phia the Philadelphia Electric com- 
pany has closed a deal by which it will 
possess the underground conduit sys- 
tem and franchises of the Keystone 
Telephone company at the purchase 
price of $2,500,000. The Keystone 
company continues in the telephone 
business as a tenant of the Philadel- 
phia Electric company. The purchase 
involves 2,000 miles of ducts in con- 
duits 1,200,000 feet long.

$10 each. No member is allowed more 
than twenty shares, and no stock is to 
be transferred to other than co-opera- 
tive associations or unions. The board 
of directors will engage men and fix 
wages, estimates, etc.

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Changes in Campaigning. 


The change in methods governing 
political campaigning is making a very 
interesting study nowadays. There 
was a time ten years and more ago 
when a band and a few torches, and a 
good speaker, would bring out a hall 
full of people, the bigger the place, the 
bigger the crowd. Then it was that 
the outdoor hurrah and display made 
up all there was to a political cam- 
paign. 

Headquarters and campaign flags, 
and nightly torch light illuminations, 
made up the sole excitement, and it 
was of such a nature that crowds were 
necessary for a full appreciation of the 
issues. The newspaper and the use of 
| the printing press in all the other ways 
now indulged in have changed all this. 
| The voter reads his daily paper, and 
keeps in touch with every phase of the 
|} campaign each day. He can become 
informed upon any issue in which he 
may be interested at his own fireside, 
and his information comes from the 
highest authorities and the most inter- 
esting writers. The power of the real 
orator will never pass away, but the 
days have very clearly gone when any 
large number of voters can be influenced 
by the political stump speaker. Noth- 
ing could better prove the truth of this 
contention than to cite two local in- 
stances. In Lawrence, the other night, 
two of the best democratic speakers in 
the country attracted less than six hun- 
dred voters to a “monster rally” in 
City hall. In Andover, last night, not 
over three hundred gathered to bear 
two of the leading Massachusetts re- 
publicans discuss their party doctrine. 
This may betoken in part a lifeless 
campaign, but it indicates to a much 
greater extent the wider understanding 
of the problems of thé. day through, 
other channels of information than the 
political orator.

Hearing Before the Commissioners in 
Bostou Postponed 


The State Board of Railroad Com- 
missioners Wednesday gave a hearing 
on the petition of the selectmen of+An- 
dover that the Board recommend t 
the Boston and Northern street rail- 
way company- the establishment of a 
waiting room at Elm square in that 
town. The petition, which is one of the 
first of its kind, was based on the bill 
introduced into the legisiature last 
year by Representative John N. Cole, 
of Andover. While the new law mere- 
ly gives the State Board the authority 


to recommend the waiting room, it is 
a well known fact that no company 
has as yet neglected or refused to com- 
ply with any such recommendation. 
The town was represented by Chair- 
man B. Frank Smith, S. H. Boutwel', 
and S. H. Bailey, of the board of se- 
lectmen, together with Representative 
Cole and several citizens, all of whom 
appeared in favor of the petition. The 
Boston and Northern was represented 
by Counsel Bentley W. Warren, and 
General Manager John Goff. 
Representative Cole, who 
principal speaker for the petitioners, 
spoke at considerable length on the 
question of the establishment of wait- 
ing rooms in general, ‘and with special 
reference to this waiting room in par- 
ticular.

Andover Seminary Alumni 
Banquet. 


Des Moines, Iowa, Oct. 18, 1904. 
In conneétion with the meeting of the 
Congregational National Council, where 
were assembled many of the leaders 
from all over the land, it seemed de- 
sirable that th€@ Andover men should 
meet and exchange greetings. A  ban- 
quet was accordingly arranged, at the 
Chamberlain Hotel, and seventy alumni 
sat down together on Tuesday evening. 
It was a notable body of men, and held 
much of the strength of the council.

E. Mit- 
chell; William E. Park, son of Professor 
E. A. Park; J. B. Gregg; Robert’ A. 
Hume; Harry P. Dewey; W. F. Slocum;

W. H. Warren; C. E. McKinley; J. H. 
Ross; Edward D. Eaton; H. Fairbanks; 
. A. Merrill; J. E. Enrich; Joshua Coit; 
J. H. Morley; Professors Day and Plat- 
nerof the Seminary; and many more. 
The most interesting personality present 
was that of Rev. Ephraim Adams, D.D., 
one of the two surviving members of the 
original Andover Iowa Band of clergy- 
men, who used to meet for prayer in the 
northwest corner of the old library over 
Bartlet Chapel, and who went to lowa 
in 1843.

The ad- 
dresses were necessarily. brief, and 
mainly reminiscent; altho’ there were 
not lacking references to the future, 
dwelling upon topics of loyalty and hope 
on the one hand; and ‘upon the con- 
ditioning of the Seminary’s future upon 
the quality of instruction and work, on 
the other. The speakers were Messrs. 
Boynton, Mattson, Bradford, Slocum, F, 
E. Clark, Hume, W. E. Park, Day, Plat- 
ner and McKenzie. Dr. Ephraim 
Adams also addressed the alumni, giv- 
ing memories ofthe pioneer days, modes 
of disclaiming for the “Band” the 
priority of arrival and labor in that new 
land; and finding in thé whole story the 
evidence of the guiding hand of Divine 
Providence. Before the company ad- 
journed ‘to take up the work of the 
Coung¢il at Plymouth church, the follow- 
ing resolution, offered by President 
Slocum, was unanimously adopted: “ At 
a meeting of the Alumni and Friends of

The writers of this 
later school founded their themes upon 
the Russian folk sohmgs which will be 
played as folk songs’ before the compo- 
sition upon the program is heard.

Taft to Soothe Panama. 

It was announced officially, Oct. 19, 
at Washington that Secretary of War 
Taft had been requested by the presi- 
dent to go in person to confer with the 
president of the republic of Panama re- 
garding the complaints which recently 
have been made by the people of Pana- 
ma against the 
course of the 
United States. 
Secretary Taft 
is expected 
to start about 
the middle of 
November and 
will be accom- 
panied by the 
Panama _ minis- 
ter, Obaldia, 
and by William 
Nelson Crom- 
well. In his let- 
ter to Secretary 
Taft the president says that under no 
circumstances will the United States 
think of establishing an independent 
colony within the state of Panama nor 
of interfering in any way with the in- 
ternal affairs of that state. The chief 
complaint of the Panamans is that 
Americans are building up in the canal 
zone rival cities to Panama and Colon 
and are otherwise interfering with do- 
mestic trade. 


Wynne Wants $183,000,000. 

The estimate for the next fiscal year 
of the postal service as submitted by 
Postmaster General Wynne, after scal- 
ing down many items for the sake of 
economy, is. $183,748,495. During the 
last fiscal year receipts were more than 
$143,000,000, a gain of $9,000,000 over 
the preceding year. The deficit was 
about $8,000,000. 


Removed For Slocum Disaster. 

In forwarding to Secretary of Com- 
merce and Labor Metcalf the report of

Judge Gaskill ordered a verdict for 
the defendant.on: the superior court 
case of John White vs. Horaace J. 
Unwin in which the plaintiff sued for 
$2000 for personal injuries sustained by 
the falling of a staging. ‘ The case will 
be reported to the supreme court and 
if Judge Gaskill’s- ruling is not upheld 
the damages will be agreed upon be- 
tween the parties. The -ruling was 
made on a motion by ex-Congressman 
Knox. counsel, fer the defendant, after 
th> testimony for the plaintiff had 
been put in by Col. John P. Sweeney. 

The case of Byrne vs. Farnum was 
then placed on trial. This is another 
suit growing out of the dynamite ex- 
plosions during the construction of the 
1oaa bed for the Middleton & Danvers 
street railway. Damages to the amount 
of $10,000 are sought. Col. John P. 
Sweeney appears for the plaintiff and 
W. S. Knox for the defendant. 

Thomas F. Byrne was employed as a 
laborer and was injured. Loring N. 
Farnum, the contractor, had ‘been us- 
ing dynamite in excavatinng the frozen 
earth. On Feb. 43; 1902."late in the af- 
ternoon a charge of dynamite was ex- 
ploded. The next morning a man Us- 
ing a pick struck a piece of dynamite, 
which had not prevously exploded and 
the accident resulted, one man being 
killed and a dozen or more injured, in- 
cluding Byrne. 

Byrne was treated at the hospital and 
later at his home in South Lawren7> 
by Dr. E. C. Conroy. He had tw» 
wounds in his head, and complained of 
injury to his back and side. He ap- 
reared childish and mentally weak 2f- 
ter the accident, to his wife and daugh- 
ter. In December the same year his 
body was found in the canal. 

The case was on trial when court 
took the noon recess. 

This afternoon. in_ superior » court 
Judge Gaskill ordered a verdict for the 
defendant in the case of Byrne vs. Far- 
num, .one of th eexplosion cases on the 
Salem, Danvers, and Middleton street 
railway. The understanding is that the 
ease shall be reported to the supreme 
court.

The quarterback will be permitted 
tu run at any time afd in any part of 
the field, providing ‘he runs.at least 5 
yards outside ‘of the spot where the 
ball was ptt in play. Any deliberate 
attempt to draw the opponents off- 
side by a false start is rendered void 
by the declaration that if the ball is 
then snapped it shall not be regarded 
as in play. , : 

The penalties have been divided into 
groups—those ‘where the loss is 5 yds., 
+and those where the loss is 15 yds. 

A side loses 5-yds for: -Coaching oer 
infringement of ‘any part of rule 27 (f) 
delay of game; interference with put- 


ting the ball in play; offside. in the 
scrimmage; starting before the -hall is 
put in play in the scrimmage; viola-- 


tion of scrimmagé rule as. specified in 
rule 18 (b); snapper-back off-side the 
“second time in the same down; pass- 
‘ing. or batting the ball forward; un- 
sportsmanlike conduct; holding by 
defense side of the player not carry- 
ing the ball; snapper-back or man op- 
posite touching the ball before it had 
touched a third man; piling up on a 
player: after the ball has been de- 
cared dead. 

A side loses 15 yds for: Tripping, 
helding, or unlawful use of hands or 
arms by the team in possession of the 
ball: illegal running by the man re- 
ceiving the ball fro mthe snapper-back 
that is, the quarterback; interference 
with fair catch. 

Outside of distance penalties, dis- 
qualification is given for unnecessary 
roughness. The game is forfeited if a 
side refuses to play within 2 min. af- 
ter being ordered to by the referee, or 
if a team on. the defense commits re- 
peated fouls when near their own goal 
line in order to delay the game. 

The other charges are not of great 
moment, nor will they materially af- 
fect the play. 

The umpire is to have. a horn or 
some kind of call which may. distin- 
guish his signal from that of the ref- 
eree and the play will continue in spite 
ef the umpire’s call until the ball 1s 
dead,and then the referee will inflict 
the penalty called for by the umpire’s 
decision. 

In the case of intereference with a 
fair catch the offended side can have 
their choice of putting the ball in play 
by a scrimmage, in which case they 
receive 15 yds., or putting it in play by 
a free kick in which they can have but 
5 yds. The same is true regarding a 
man who, has been thrown to the 
ground after making 4 fair catch.
